The British government in India is pledged to 
govern the Hindoos by the Hindoo laws, the Ma- 
bometans by the Mahometan laws, and the Brit- 
ish by the laws of Britain. [t appears by the 
Hindoo law, that no individual is qualified to in- 
heritor retain property, who by any cause what- 
ever is unable to perform the funeral obsequies ef 
their religion, An idiot, a blind person, one that 
has lost a limb, or suffering from disease, and es- 
pecially one who has lost cast, is disqualified for 
the performance of these duties. Natives when 
they become Christians, of course, lose east, and 
the Hindoos are too virnlent Opposers of Christi- 
Ruity to meliorate in the least any of their laws, 
Which ean be brought to bear against Christians. 
Several cases have occurred Where native con- 
verts have suffered seriously from the existence 
of this law.

Catuornics 1s Missourr.—The Catholic influ- 
ence in Missouri is great.

SMYRNA, 

{From a Letter to the Proprietor of the Boston Ke- 
corder from the Rev. Josian Brewer, an extract 
of which appeared in our last.} 

Smyrna, Marcu 7, 1831. 

To-day has been celebrated by the Greeks as the festival 
of Polycarp, the youthful disciple of St. Jolin 5 afterwards 
the venerable pastor of the church of Smyrna, and finally 
the faithful martyr in this self-eame city, of the truths 
whieh he had so long preached. 

(This venerable man was bore inthe East 5 bnt the exact 
place of his nativiny, and the circumstances of his parents 
are unknown, Ata very early period of his life he is re- 
ported to have heen sold asa slave to a noble matron, 
whose name waa Calisto. This dady resided at Suiyrna, 
and is said to lave possessed « large fortune and entinent 
piety. : ei as eae 

During Polycarp’s continuance with this pious mistress, 
he was not only carefully instructed by her in the radiments 
of Christianity, bat enjoyed also the privilege of attending 
the ministry of Bucolus, the vigilant ard holy bishop of the 
place. 

On the death of his kind benefactress, which happened 
whilst he was still a youth, Polyearp appears immediately } 
to have become a stated disciple of the apostle John, and | 
an inmate in his family ; an eveat which he never after re- 
ferred to without the most lively gratinwle. 

How long Polyearp continued under the apostic’s instruc. 
tion is not known, He was quite young when he succeeded 
Bucolus as bishop of Smyrna. In that office he continued 
till called in a venerable old age to seal his faith with his 
blood.—See Cox's Lives of the Fathers.) |

* Tecan assert without fear of contradiction from any one 
who knows what pore wine is, and who has ever resided in 
a wine country and made experiments on the extraction of 
alcoho! from wine, either by the method adopted by Mr. 
Brande or by distillation, that it isa physical impossibility 
to get more than one half of the quantity of aleohol, spec. 
grav. §25, which he represents himself to have obtained. 
The maximum that can be got is 13. 6 per cent from the 
best wines whieh Portugal or Spain produces. In every 
pipe of Port wine shipped for England, there is never less 
than 16, 18, or 20 gallons, (old measure) of bran ly, about 
20 per cent over proof.” 

The writer is a distiller at Lisbon, who says that instead 
of a few bottles he has analyzed at least 20,000 pipes. He 
is very positive that Henderson, as well as Brande, has 
fallen into great errors for want of pure wine
